The 
Notes are based on the requirements of the Patent Cooperation Treaty, the Regulations and the Administrative Instructions 
under that Treaty.

INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The applicant has, after havine received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application. It shoulcT however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (claims, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually no 
need to file amendments of the claims under Article 1 9 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published for the 
purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international publication.

(iv) the claim replaces one or more claims as filed;

4. [Where various kinds of amendments are made]: 

"Claims 1-10 unchanged; claims 11 to 13, 18 and 19 cancelled; claims 14, 15 and 16 replaced by amended 
claim 14; claim 17 subdivided into amended claims 15, 16 and 17; new claims 20 and 21 added." 

"Statement under Article 19(1)" (Rule 46.4)
